WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING 


To C. A. R1cHARDSON, a constable in the town of Greenwood, in 
the County of Oxford, Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby required to no- 
tify and warn the inhabitants of said town of Greenwood, qualified 
by law to vote in tewn affairs, to meet at Hotel Hall at Locke’s Mills 
village, in said town, on the fifth day of March, 1906, at ten o’clock 
in the forenoon, to act on the following articles, to wit:— 


Art. 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said meeting. 


Art, 2. To choose a town clerk for the ensuing year, 


Art. 3. To choose Selectmen, Assessors and Overseers of the poor 
for the ensuing year. 


Art. 4. To choose a Road Commissioner or Commissioners for 
ensuing year, and to fix their pay. 


Art. 5. To choose one member of the Superintending School 
Committee. 


Art. 6. To choose all other town officers for the ensuing year. 


Art. 7. To see what action the town will take in regard to the 
Liquor Agency. 


Art. 8. To see if the town will vote to build a schoolhouse to 
accommodate the children of A. H. Tracy, R. T. Martin and others 
in that vicinity, schoolhouse to be located near the turn of the road 
leading to Jesse Daniels’ house, the exact location to be designated 
by the S. S. Committee, and to raise money for the same, 


Art. 9. To see what discount the town will vote to be made on 
all taxes paid before a certain date and to fix date. 


Art. 10. To see if the town will vote to charge interest on all 
taxes remaining unpaid at a certain date and to fix that date.

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Art. 11. To see if the town will grant and raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary for the maintenance and support of 
schools and the poor, and to defray all other town charges for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 12. To see what sum of money the town will raise to be 
expended in permanent improvement on the State Road in said 
town in accordance with the law of 1901. 


Art. 13. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise to 
rebuild the abutments of the bridge near F. L. Willis’ mill. 


Art. 14. To see what sum of money the town will grant and raise 
for building and repairing roads and bridges for the ensuing year. 


Art. 15. To see what sum of money the town will grant and raise 
for breaking roads for the winter of 1905 and 1906, 


Art. 16. To see what sum of money the town will grant and raise 
for paying the interest on the town debt and school fund for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 17. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
toward paying the town debt, . 


Art. 18. To see what sum of money the town will grant and raise 
to purchase school books for the ensuing year, 


Art. 19. To see what sum of money the town will grant and raise 
for repairs of school-houses and purchase appliances for the en- 
suing year, 

Art. 20. To see what sum of money the town will vote, if any, for 
Memorial Day. 

Art, 21. To see what sum of money the town will grant and raise 
for the Free High School Fund, 


Art. 22. To see if the town will vote;to pay members of the 
school board for their services for the ensuing year. 


Art, 23. To see if the town will vote to instruct the school board 
to maintain a school in Dists. No. 3, 5, 8 and 9 or otherwise. 


The selectmen will be in session at Hotel Hallat 9 o’clock A. M, 
of said day of meeting to revise the list of voters.

Your Superintendent can but repeat what was said in last report 
in regard to our schools. AsJsaidin my last report, our schools 
should interest every tax payer in town. Weshould strive to do our 
utmost to improve our schools and by so doing better prepare our 
boys and girls for the duties of life, for our children of to-day must 
be our citizens of tomorrow, 


It therefore becomes our duty to improve each opportunity to 
better the condition of our schools and by so doing make better 
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future citizens to take up the work which we must soon leave for 
others to do. With the teachers’ aid much might be done to inspire 
the pupils of the town with an ambition to acquire an education. 
But this inspiration must begin in the home, then aided by the 
teacher with encouraging words and kind deeds which means much 
to the boy or girl who is trying to solve some of the problems which 
go to make up an education, Then a few words of encouragement 
from the Superintendent to help convince them that all are inter- 
ested in their work and welfare. All goes to help smooth the path- 
way and make the task seem easier. 

We have been unable to get as many weeks of school this year as 
we should have and keep within the appropriation. Now then we 
must appropriate more money for schools unless have fewer weeks 
of schooling. Now which it shall be remains for the town’s people 
to say. I certainly hope that the town will vote to raise the amount 
recommended by the S. S. committee, which is small enough to 
insure a fair amount of schooling. ; 

The question of transportation still remains a very perplexing and 
unsatisfactory one and it is the opinion of your school officers that 
it would be for the best interest of the town to build a new school 
house to accommodate the children in what is known as the Martin 
district, who now demand transportation. 

We have been obliged to again overdraw the book appropriation 
in order to place suitable books in the hands of our pupils, and have 
recommended that the amount be raised a little so as to try and keep 
within the appropriation the coming year,
